Newnan, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)—Sam 


Holt, the negro-murderer of Alfred Cran- 
ford and the assailant of Cranford’s wife, 


was burned at the stake one mile and a 


quarter from this place this afternoon at 
2:30 o’clock. 


Fully 2,000 people surrounded the small 


sapling to which he was fastened and 


watched the flames eat away his flesh, saw 
his body mutilated by Krlives and witness- 


ed the contortions of his body in his ex- 


treme agony. 
Two counties, Campbell and Coweta, di- 


rectiy interested in the crimes of the ne- 


gro, and the entire state have waited with 
impatience for the moment when the negro 


should pay the penalty for his fiendish 


deeds . 

Such suffering has seldom been witnessed, 
and through it all the negro uttered hardly 
acry. During the contortions of his body, 
several blood vessels bursted. . 

The spot selected was an ideal one for 
such an affair and the stake was in full 
ow of those who stood about and with 
unfeigning satisfaction saw the negro meet 
his death and saw him tortured before the 
Names killed him. 

For sickening sights, harrowing details 
and bloodcurdling incidents, -the burning 
of Holt is unsurpassed by any occurrence 
of a like kind ever heard of'in the history 
of this state. 

A few smouldering ashes scattered about 
the place, a blackened stake, are all that is 
the bones 


left to tell the story. Not even

The crimes of 
the negro had wrought him to a high pitch, 
and, while he doubted if his act would be 
approved by his friends in the north, he 
seemed to take great delight in seeing the

When the train arrived here from Griffin 
t was literally packed with people. Every 
place where a man could possibly crowd in 
there was-.oue and when the train stopped 
at the depot they poured from it in great 
numbers, 

Those present crowded around the negro 
and h!s captors and it was thought he 
would be executed at once. It was decided, 
however, allow the Jones brothers to 
turn him over to the sheriff. in order that 


to 


they might receive the reward. 

With -the negro in the lead, closely fol- 
lowed by hundreds of men, who were 
cheered as they went, the crowd marched 
to the jail and the negro was turned over 
to the sheriff of Coweta county and a re- 
ceipt taken for him. It was understood 
that Holt would be taken from jail and 
executed or carried to Palmetto. and this 
programme was carried out in harrowing 
detail. 

It was only shortly after the church ser- 
vices were over that the tra'n arrived and 
the news spread from house to house with 
unusual rapidity. Inside of half an hour 
after the capture was first learned not a 
man, woman or child here was ignorant 
of the fact. 

The city was as quiet and orderly as itt 
is on any. Sunday, only the people gathered 
in small crowds and the number at the 
depot was unusual for the Sabbath. 

Perfect quiet prevailed and the crowd 
waited with great patience and every tick 
of the telegraph instrument was listened 
to with Intent interest. Never before has 
feeling over any matter 
without some undye demonstration of the 
emotions of the people.

the Cranford home and prepared a fire for 
the negro. : 

A train reached here from Atlanta bring- 
ing 250 people, and while the crowd Was an 
orderly one, it came. for the purpose of 
seeing Holt executed, and nothing short of 
an execution would have satisfied it, nad 
the negro. been brought here. 


The male. population of this place, fully | 


armed, was out in force and prepared to 
aid in the burning of the negro. A more 
Gisappointed crowd could hardly be im- 
agined than this one when it was an- 
nounced that Holt had been burned at. the 
stake near Newhan. Those who could not 
find vehicles started out for Newnan with 
as much speed as possible, and others 
walked down the railroad track. A spe- 
cial train from Atlanta took up a great 
crowd and this place was soon deserted. 

The announcement of Holt’s «confession, 
and of the implication of Lige Stricklanc¢, 
caused it to be expected that other trouble 
will follow, and the indications are that 
he will be lynched if he can be found,

Indications Are That He Will Be Lynched 
This Meming 


STRICKLAND WAS STRUNG UP TWICE 


He Refused To Admit His Guilt, 
and the Mob Has Taken Him 
Toward Fairburn and Has 
Not Been Heard 
From. 


Palmetto, Ga., April 24.—4 a. m.—(Spe 
cial.)—Lige Strickland, the negro who Sam 
Holt said paid him $20 to kill Alfred Cran- 
ford, has been in the hands of a mob of 
Campbell county people since 10 o’clock 
last night and it.is highly probable that 
he has been lynched by this time. 

The confession of Holt caused great ex- 
citement here and a crowd of men left for 
the home of Major Thomas, where 8Strick- 
land works, and took the negro from the 
place and brought him into town. 

Major Thomas made a speech to the mob 
requesting it not to take the negro and. 
saying he believed the fellow was innocent, 


The men would not listen to him and took 


the negro with them, 


Several hours ago a crowd went to the 
home of A. Sewell, a negro, three miles 


lynched. He is the negro who a few days 
ago. said he thought all the negroes should 
be avenged. | 

An impromptu court was held about one 
|} hundred yards north of here tonight, and 
Strickland was tried. He loudly protested 
his innocence and was defended by mem- 
bers of the mob. Others insisted that he 
be hung and others thought he should be 
burned, 

The crowd seemed to be about evenly 
divided, and, as there was no means of 
ascertaining the negro’s guilt, great care 
was taken in the proceedings. 

He was strung up two or three times in 
an effort to get a confession from him,-but 
each time he refused to say that he had 
any connection with Holt’s crime, and de- 
nied that he paid Holt to murder Cranford. 

Early this morning the crowd started 
toward Fairburn, and it fs believed final 
action will be taken.when that place !s 
reached. The indications: are tht “Strick- 
land will be lynched, but at this hour noth- 


ing definite can be learned.

Washington, April 23.—Secretary Alger 
has received from Major General Otis, com- 
manding the troops in the Philippines. a 
report regarding the alleged treasonable

The secretary felt from the firet that 
there was no ground for the sensational 
statements made, but as a matter of public 
policy, took immediate steps to learn from 
General Otis what. if any, foundation exist- 
ed for them.

Seldom before have there been more peo- 
ple in this town than there were this after- 
noon.

It was marvelous how the news spread, 
and thousands came here to satisfy their 
curiosity and to take part in the lynching 
if the negro had not already ®een executed 
when they arrived. 

There was very Httle excitement and 
the crowds were orderly and well behaved. 
While every man seemed to be well arm- 
ed, there was no demonstration and none 
of the negroes were molested. 

One of the: most sickening sights of the 
day was the eagerness with which people 


grabbed after souvenirs, and they almost

fought over the ashes .of the dead criminal. 
Large pieces of his flesh were carried away, 
and persons were seen walking through the 
streets carrying bones in their hands. 
When all the larger bones, together with 
the flesh, had been carried away =bys-the 
early comers, others scraped in the ashes, 
and for a great length of time a crowd 
was about the place scraping in the ashes. 
' Not even the stake to which the negro 
was tied when burned was left, but it was 
promptly chopped down and carried away 
as the largest souvenir of the burning. 
Until dark a continual stream of people

The churches of Atlanta were just open- 
ing for the morning service and the news 
which came from a reliable source caused 
great excitement in the center of the city. 
Crowds of citizens flocked to the unlon de- 
pot inquiring the time of departure of the 
first train to Newnan and Palmetto. It was 
seen at once that the rush would be 
great that the regular train could not 
carry all who wished to go to the scene of 
the capture. 

At noon the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad announced that a special train 
would be prepared at once and leave the 
city as soon after J o'clock as possible. . 

The announcement was received with de- 
light by the crowd at the station and as the 
six coaches pulled into the“depot a rush 
was made for seats. Few of the excited 
crowd pretended to purchase tickets at the 
office in the depot and before the conductor 
in charge had time to take precautions the 
train of six coaches was packed to over- 
flowing. People climbed into the windows 
and hung to everything that promised a 
footing on the train. Officers were cailed 
in and some time was required to clear the 
train sufficiently for it to move. 

The announcement was then made»that 
another. train would be got up and 1,00 
people stood in the depot and around the 
center of the city waiting for the second 
train to be made up. 

During the delay in making up the second 
train the \excitement was great. The crowd 
stood on the corners discussing the proba- 
ble lynching of the negro, Holt, and ex- 
we uain opinion of what the punish- 
met should be. It seemed to be unanimously 
agreed that mere hanging was not suffi- 
cient punishment for the dastardly crime 
that had been committed by Holt. 

The Second Train Leaves. 

The _ second train to be made up by the 
Atiafta and West Point road was backed 
into| the depot at 3:20 o'clock yesterday af- 
terncon and consisted of ten passenger 
coaches and two baggage cars. 

Fully 1,000 men were ready in the depot 
to board the coaches and another wild 
rush like that for the first train. was 
made. The men seemed determined not to 
be left as they knew that was the last 
chance to be offered to get to Newnan.

IS AN OLD RAILROAD WATCHMAN 
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He Says He Wanted To Help Burn 
Sam Holt—Peculiar Case for the 
Police Court. 


Last night W. E. Pharr, a white man, 
aged sixty-three years, and a night watch- 
man at the Southern railway’ shops, was 
arresied by Bicyele Officer Wells on the 
charge of using language which was likely 
to cause disorder or a riot. 

Thé officer. says’ the language used by 


Pharr was in connection with the murder’ 


of Cranford at Palmetto and the burning of 
the negro, Sam Holt, at Newnan yesterday 
afternoon. 

“Three witnesses have told me,"’ says the 
officer, ‘‘that Pharr has been saying that he 
didn't believe Holt was as guilty as he was 
représented to be, and that Mrs. Cranford 
aided and abetted the negro in the com- 
mission of the crime. He had said this so 
often that the people who heard him were 
Becoming incensed, and the old man was 
about to cause serious trouble. I thought 
the best thing for both him and the com- 
munity was to lock him up and let the 
recorder pass on the case.’ 

Pharr resides at No, 45 Savannah street 
and has several grown children living in 
His wife is still living and is as 
as old as he is. 

The old man has been a resident of At- 
lanta for nearly twenty years. Tor several 
years he has been a railroad watchman. 

He is a small, wiry man with aniron gray 
beard. When seen last night in a cell 
at the police barracks he said he was not 
guilty. 

‘All I said about the Cranford case,” said 
the prisoner, ‘‘was that there were some 
things in the reports about the* murder 
that looked unreasonabie, I have not 
said one word against Mrs. Cranford,.and 
[I can prove that I have said if I could 
have gone to Newnan I wou:d have helped 
the people burn the negro at the stake.” 

Officer Wells states that he will have 
several witnesses to establish the-charge 
against the old man. 

The only question wil] be, so the officer 
states, as to whecher or not, there is a city 
ordinance covering the casé. There is a 
State law against the use of language 
tending to cause a riot, There is a city 
Ordinance which prohibits the use of any 
words or the commission of any act tend- 
ing to debauch the morals of any citizen, 
and anything which might cause disorder, 
is prohibited.

Terre Haute, Ind., April 23.—Dr. B. E. 
Patton, a physician who is known through- 
out three states as a specialist in the cure 
of cancer, and who is the proprietor of a 
large sanitarium in this city, is lying at 
the point of death from the effects of ar- 
senic and chloroform poison which he 
clainis was administered by h's wife. 

For some months past the physician has 
been materially losing strength until a few 
days ago he was unable to attend to his 
practice. He was compelled to seek his bed 
and now lies under the care of three physi- 
clans who state that his chances for recoy- 
ery are very slight. 

Since his illness forced him to take to his 
bed ‘the the physician has reiterated time 
and again in the -hearing of this brother 
physicians that his wife was the cause of 
his condition. 

The attending physicians were inclined to 
believe at first that their patient was mild- 
ly insane on the subject, but were. at last 
led to believe that there might be some 
truth in his statements.

Traveling and Resident Salesmen 
Will Effect an Organization. 

Chicago, April 9%. —Traveling and resident 
salesmen of the United States will be call- 
ed upon to join an organization to prevent 
salaries being reduced in the future, and 
to secure, so far as possible, a reinstate- 
ment of the salaries paid before the bus- 
ineas depression of 1893.

{¢ to be the missing lifeboat of the steamer 
General Whitney, which foundered north of 
Cape Canaveral during Friday night. Cap- 
tain Allen transferred the suffering sailors 
from their cramped quarters to his yacht 
and brought them in to Corbett’s dock, 
where a large crowd awaited them. Hot 
coffeae and food were furnished them at 
once upon the boat and the poor fellows 
fairly banqueted. 

The story of the disaster, as ‘told by 
Mate Mattson and his men, was a thrilling 
one. One of the bulkheads sprung a leak 
from the heavy seas which were prevailing 
during the early part of Friday night. All 
hands were ordered to the pumps and work- 
ed hard, but the holds soon began to fill in 
spite of their efforts. 
realizing that the steamer was settling fast 
and sure to founder, took to the two life- 
boats. Captain J, W. Hawthorne and fif- 
teen men went in the first boat and were 
never again seen by the remaining men.

the second boat. This was about midnight. 
They had a compass and began to row for 
shore. A strong wind was prevailing, cre- 
ating a heavy sea, and the men at the oars 
could make no headway.

Al} day Saturday the men tried to ap- 
proach shore, but could not a 
giimpse of it, and almost despaired when 
they found they had plenty of provisions 
but no water. They spent all of Saturday

night at the mercy of the sea, which wash- 
ed over thelr frail boat frequently. Early 
this morning they sichted land and with 
redoubled energy. made strong from des- 
peration, they took their turns at the oars. 
When near énough to jand they improvised 
a flag with canvas tacked to an oar, and 
it was then that Captain Allen went to 
their rescue. 

The men, when they landed. were drench- 
ed to -the skin and almost famished, but 
warm food soon revived their spirits and 
they cheerfully narrated their experience. 
They will remain here until they receive 
instructions from New York. Besides Mate 
Mattson, who conducted the party safely 
through the rough trip, the survivors are:

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ITALY WANTS THE POPE BARRED 


Czar’s Disarmament Congress Causes 
Some Complications. 

Washington, April 23.—Catholic church 
affairs have been attracting the attention 
of diplomatic circles in connection with the 
attitude of Italy tn refusing to take part 
in the disarmament congress if the pope 
was also to take part. 

Because of this controversy, the invita- 
tions issued .by the government at The 
Hague were delayed some weeks, and, in 
the British foreign office with- 


consequence. 

held the official announcement of Sir 
Julian Pauncefote's selection as one of 
the British delegates. The state depart- 


ment also was in the same quandary until 
the controversy was adjusted. ‘ 
As i by a leading diplomatic 
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Official, the positton of Italy was similar 
to that taken when the temporal ‘power of 
the pope was denied and finally over- 
thrown. In opposing the pope’s’ represen- 
tation at The Hague, Italy held that the 
sole authority of the vatican related to the 
moral and social affairs, and not material 
and political questions between nations. 
In behalf of the pope, it was urged that 
Italy already recognized the material and 


political authority of the pope by ad- 
mitting the appointment of ambassadors 
to the vatican from France, Spain, Pul- 


garia, Portugal and some other countries. 

Pending the settlement of Italy’s objec- 
tions, there was much perplexing delay in 
arranging the details of the congress. It 
was finally determined that the pope would 
not, be represented, this decision, it is un- 
derstood, being acquiesced in by the vati- 
can. Since then there have been intima- 
tions that the French delegates to Thre 
Hague would indirectly represent tre 
vatican, but it is said in the best posted 
diplomatic quarters that this surmise is 
wholly unwarranted.

According to Uncle Yorick Sterne, 
they used to order these things better 
in France—‘these things’’ being the va- 
rious ups and downs of international 
politics. The latest announcement which 
has set Frenchmen in a flutter is to the 
effect that King Humbert of Italy is to 
send a squadron to France to salute the 
president of the republic. 

Straightway this announcement 
changes the face of things. France is 
trying to’win Italy from the triple al- 
liance, and Italy is willing’ to be won. 
So the French newspapers say. On the 
other hand, outsiders say that France is 
trying to crawl under the tent of the 
triple alliance.

Giving the Case Away. 

The “sound money” commission seems 
to be as anxious as Wall street to in- 
crease the available supply of currency. 
The plan they put forward is for the 
banks to issue notes on their commer- 
cial assets, the government to guaran- 
tee redemption. | 

This, it seems to us, i8 a very round- 
about way of doing business. Why not 
let the government isstie the currency 
and thus save to the public the commis- 
sions which would otherwise go into the 
profits of the banks.: If the government 
is to guarantee the currency, it should 
take all the responsibility. The indorse- 
ment of one bank or a hundred would 
not equal the promise of the govern- 


yr ment. 


It seems to us that the “sound money” 
commission gives its whole case away 
when it admits that more currency is 
necessary. The contention has been all 
along that we have more than enough 
money and that any artificial or arbi- 
trary addition thereto would be in the 
nature of inflation and therefore danger- 
ous. Such has been the claim of all the 
writers in behalf of the gold standard, 
and they have fortified it by pointing 
to the immense sums lying idle in the 
banks, and by a hundred different illus- 
trations. 

Still, when such an organ of the gold 
stamfard as The New York Journal of 
Commerce says there is an ‘imperative 
need of a larger volume of paper curren- 
cy, and of some means of expanding the 
aggregate supply of circulation;’’ we may 
be sure that the need is real.

The officials of the French capital, 
and especially the authorities of the 


Paris exposition, are just now adding a 


fervent prayer to their daily litany to 
this effect: ‘“‘I’rom the shah, deliver us!” 

And right sorely they need relief from 
his Persian majesty. On his last trip 
to England and the continent, the, shah 
impressed his individuality on all of his 
hosts with a vividness which still re- 
mains in disgusting memory. After he 
had vacated Windsor castle, a portior of 
which had been set aside for the use of 
himself and his suite, the sanitary de- 
partment was turned loose on that par- 
ticular wing, and latest advices state 
that the officials have not yet completed 
the uncongenial and laborioug task there 
set before them. The shah, to make a 
long story short, exercises the royal 
prerogative to live in as much filth and 
disorder as the most degenerate human 
being can endure without revolting his 
own delicate stomach. Whenever, there- 
fore, you mention the shah of Persia to 
the queen’s chamberlain, that august of- 
ficial holds his nose and edges away to 
a convenient bottle of powerful am-

ticipating with horror and much gshud- 
dering the visit which the oriental po- 
tentate will pay to the great world’s ex- 
position. They cannot forbid his com- 
ing without so gravely offending inter- 
national courtesy as to lead to serious 
diplomatic consequences. The only 
thing they can do is to isolate his majes- 
ty and suite as far from the center of 
population as possible, and post ropes 
and red lanterns for two or three miles 
in every direction. 
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Stay at Home. 

Letters still come into The Constitu- 
tion office asking whether is it advisa- 
ble to go to some of our new posses- 
sions or to Japan, one writer, describing 
himself as a poor young man, referring 
to the latter country especially. 

The condition in Japan is not such as 
to invite the immigration of young men. 
7enerally speaking, there is no discrim- 
ination, says the American consul at 
Hiogo, in the treatment of ‘for- 
eigners. law-abiding tourists, equip- 
ped with a Japanése traveling pass- 
port, -may £0 anywhere in the 
empire as free from molestation as‘in al- 
most any other country. Japan offers 
no advantages to a pushing young man 
superior to those at home. In fact, no 
young man dependent upon his own ex- 
ertions should go there expecting to find 
employment awaiting him, unless ar- 
rangements have been made beforehand 
with some home firm having an agency 
at one of the open ports. After Japan 
is thrown open by the operation of the 
new treaties, which come into effect “next 
July, there will be more opportunity for 
foreign enterprise of all knds, and pos- 
sibly a greater demand, for the services 
of young men without capital; but at 
present, everything of that nature is 
confined to the open ports. 

The Japanese themselves are counting 
on a great influx of foreigners with cap- 
ital at that time. The*most enterpris- 
‘ing class will be willing to welcome for- 
eigners, but as to their desire for foreign 
capital in order to further develop their 
country there-can be no question. It 
has been clearly pointed oyt to them, 
however, that this capital Avill not be 
forthcoming unless properly safeguard- 
ed in certain ways by the Japanese goOvV- 
ernment, such as, for instafice, the own- 
ership of land by foreighers and the 
holding by them in their’ own name of 
shares of foreign companies. Whether

It should be noted 
that capitalists intending to enter this 
field need to exercise the utmost caution 
in their investments, and they would 
do well, in the prosecution of their en- 
terprises, to associate themselves with 
long-established foreign firms at tha 
open ports, who understand the coun- 
try and the customs of the people. 

As to the specific question, ‘‘Would it 
be wise for a young American without 
capital but plenty of push to come to 
Japan,” the consul says: “I would say 
it would be most unwise. He could not 
come for a less expense than $300, and 
it would be unsafe for him to be in this 
country logiie@i for employment with- 
out about? _ toi on, in the con- 
tingency of his none, and also 
the further sum o to pay his pas- 
sage home, should he find no opening.”

Mr. Henry B. Fuller, of Chicago, who 
is the author of three or four books, the 
names of which we do not remember— 
there is the “Chevalier” of Something, 
the “Chatelaine” of Something Else, 
and a story of Chicago—made an address 
at the Anna Morgan School of Expres- 
sion recently. He spoke on “Art ‘in 
America,” and we judge from his re- 
marks that he is not a happy man; and 
it is a pity, for there is really more el- 
bow-room for happiness in America than 
in any other country on the globe. 

Mr. Fuller says “the average Ameri- 
ean is cheap;” that “the texture of the 
American mind is flimsy and whining;”’ 
and that “the soil of the American mind 
is light and sandy.”’ Americans are 
“gross” and “practical,” and as for Chi- 
cago, why, it is simply “hideous.” 
Americans belong to the races that are 
born “dumb and inarticulate.” But it 
is not only Americans who have fallen 
to the rear; itis the English, too. “The 
chief English writer’could not compare 
with CorneHle.” English literature 
does not “compare with that of Il*’rance 
and other Latin and Celtic races.” 

Well, it.is all very sad, too sad for 
tears. This is what the pseudo-culture 
of the hour is’ doing for the unfortunates 
who poison themselves at its acrid wells, 
They go away cross-eyed, or they do not 
see at all. We remember Mr. Fuller 
chiefly as a painful imitator of Mr. Hen- 
ry James’s most painful experiments. 
He has steeped himself in French liter- 
ature of the modern sort, which is all 
very sorry stuff; but even if it were 
the finest France had ever produced, its 
methods, its style, its precocity could not 
be applied to any account of English or 
American life, nor even to the apartment 
life of Cook county, Illinois. 

The trouble about the stuff that Mr. 
Fuller has writtten is that it is neither 
English, American, French, Spanish nor 
Italian. It is the sort of thing a girl- 
graduate might produce if she happened 
to be in the habit of reading Henry 
James and chewing gum. 
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The Value of Good Manners. 

The people of this virile and electrical- 
ly conducted republic are apt to attach 
too small importance to that little re- 
finement of persona! manner which is 
considered so important in the old world 
and without which no European states- 
man is complete or eligible. In view of 
this common tendency a recent incident 
in Canadian politics is timely. 

There were two candidates for a re- 
cent vacancy in the Dominion cabinet. 
One was Clifford Sifton, a college-bred 
diplomat anda polished man of the 
world. The other was Thomas Green- 
way, premier of the province of Mani- 
toba, a successful campaigner and a 
man of vigorous intellect and wide pop- 
ularity. But Sifton received the covet- 
ed honor, and thereby hangs a tale which 
is unraveled somewhat after this fash- 
ion by The Detroit Journal: 

Greenway is a diamond in the rough. He 
has much of the crudeness of his native 
Prairies, just as he has much of the virility. 
His table manners are, to say the least of 
it, eccentric. He releases pickles from the 
bottle with his own fork and passes tiem 
on; he is indifferent as to which instru- 
ment conveys his food, using knife and fork 

equal dexterity. These habits were 
acquired in his canvass of half-

Rightly or wrongly, Greenway was 
considered a social impossibility, and Sif- 
ton, who was a college man and had all 
these polite arts, was taken instead.

But laying aside all inherent 
consideration of the question, there arises 
the duty to do in Rome as the natives 
do, and whoever transgresses this rule, 
though he be the father of kings or a 
successful American politician, is bound 
to feel the unwritten but no less severe 
penalty.

CAMPAIGN SOON T0 
OPEN IN ALABAMA 


Whether or Not the Convention Should 
Be Repealed. 


THE GOVERNOR IS CRITICISED 


For Calling Legislature. Together~for 
the Purpose of Repeal.

SOME BELIEVE GOVERNOR WILL WIN 


That if Legislators Vote as They Wrote 
the Convention Act Will Be Re- 
pealed—Other News.

Birmingham, Ala., April 23.—(Speclal.)— 
The Birmingham papers have been ‘“‘roast- 
ing’ the governor for issuing the call for 
a special session of the legislature for the 
purpose of repealing the law providing fer 
a constitutional convention in -th:.s state. 
The Age-Herald, the morning paper here, 
has been printing paragraph after para- 
graph for the last two days about the 
governor, especially since the state demo- 
cratic executive committee has decided to 
work against the repeal of the law. The 
Birmingham News, the afternoon ;apeT, 
also imdulged in some hot “shots’’ at the 
governor. In black type the Age-Herald 
had the following editorial: , 

“The state democratic executive commit- 
tee has acted—wisely acted. It has 
solved by a vote of 18 to 7 that the demo- 
cratic party of the state is opposed to the 
repeal of the constitutional convention 
act. It has further resolved to conduct 
a campaign for the call of the constitu- 
tional convention. The matter is now up 
to the people and the question. is shall the 
people rule in this state or shall they ac- 
cept a dictator. The governor has the 
power to call an extra session of the legis- 
lature, but has he the power to force leg- 
islation to abandon the people and vote 
as he dictates?’ 

The News among other things states: 

“The democratic members of the general 
assembly cannot afford to fling defiance in 
the face of the party that sent them as 
its representatives to the legislative halls. 
They cannot afford to thwart the will of 
the democratic majority. They cannot af- 
ford to stop the wheels of progress by un- 
doing the one thing which will place Ala- 
bama well to the front in the onward 
march to a higher: civilization and better 
thifigs.

Washington, April 23.—The fiscal year of 
1898 was the banner year of the foreign 
trade of the United States, our exports 
being the largest ever recorded for a like 
period and our imports exceptionally sma}} 

According to a comprehensive report just 
prepared by Frank H. Hitchcock, chief of 
the section of foreign markets of the agri. 
cultural department, the total value of our 
domestic exports reached the enormoug 
sum of $1,210,251,913, exceeding the record. 
breaking figures of the preceding year 
$178,284,310.. On the other hand, the imports 
luring 1898 were the smallest sincé 1885, the 
revenue being $616,049,654, a decline of $148 - 
680,758 from the figures of 1897. Broadly 
stated, for every dollar's worth of foreign 
merchandise brought into the. United 
States, two dollars’ worth of our productg* 
found a market abroad. Our.domestie ex. 
ports as compared with our imports showe 
ed an excess of $694,242,259, or more than 
twice the excess for 1897, which was the 
largest previously reported. ; 

An interesting facts developed by the 
report of Mr. Hitchcock is the increase im . 
the exports of agricultural products deirig 
70.93 per cent of the total, or. $858,50%942, 
gain of nearly 25 per cent’ over 1887. Exporty 
of this class also show a greater gain pro- 
portionately than non-agriculutral exports, 

Our purchases. of foreign agricultural 
‘products in 1898-amounted to only $314, 291,- 
7%, as compared with $400,871,468 in 1897, @ 
decrease of $86,759,672, or about 22. per cent, 
The value of the American farm produce 
sent abroad during 1898 was much more’ 
than double that of our agricultural im. 
ports,. the excess of the former over the 
latter amounting to $544,216,146. In 1897 the’ 
excess on the side of the agricultural ex- 
ports was only $258,883,725, and in the years 
immedégately préceding still smaller. 

The total value of the breadstuffs sent 
abroad advanced from $197,857,219 in 1897, te 
$333,897,119 in 1898, 
there Was a gain of nearly $100,000,000. While 
these enormous gains resulted in part from ‘ 
the higher prices that prevailed, there wag 
at the same time an important increase in 
the quantity shipped.

THE GOVERNOR ACTS AT ONCE 


Six Companies Quickly Report at Their 
Yarlous Armorles. 


WERE READY FOR DUTY AT THE TOWER 


Governor Says, “Protect Prisoner at 
All Efazards’”—What Led to Mil- 
itary Being Called Out To 
Defend the Tower—Of- 
ficers Talk, 


Acting under information received from 
sheriff Nelms, Governor Candler instrutted 
Colonel John S. Candler to ordér out the 
whole of the Fifth regiment to protect the 
Fulton county jail ‘tast night from any 
attack which a mob might make’ for the 
purpose of lynching George W. Kerlin, 

Yesterday afternoon Sheriff Nelms was 
accosted by forty or fifty peopie on tae 
streets, who told him that they intended to 
visit the Tower and hang Kerlin for the 
smurder of Miss Pearl Knott. 

The sheriff at first thought the men 
were jesting, but later he was told that 
there was a possibility of a mob being 
organized in Atlanta to lynch Kerlin, and 
he at once communicated with the gov- 
ernor. 

Governor Candler reached Colonel John 
Candler by telephone and instructed the 
commander of the Fifth regiment to order 
his companies out at once. 

The order* of Governor Candler was re-

A Large Crowd Gathers. 

At half-past 10 o’clock last night about 
1” people assembled in the neighborhood 
of the Tower, having heard of the expect- 
ed trouble, and the fact that the military 
was ordered out.

Sheriff Makes a Statement. 


When seen at the Tower last night Sheriff 
Nelms made the following statement to 


The Constitution: 

I had at least fifty men to say to me 
this afternoon that they inténded to vis- 
it the Tower and lynch Kerlin. I heard 
this trom different parties all along De- 
catur street from the postoffice to the 
police barracks. Some of the men who 
spoke to me were the best people in the 
community an@ men whom I knew 
meant busiress. I knew, too, that the 
people’s blood was up on account of the 
burning of the negro Sam Holt at New- 
nan and they were just a little excited. 
I did what I thought right and proper 
under the circumstances, and informed 
the governor of what I had heard. IL 
would hate to see the county disgraced 
by a lynching and I would hate to see 
any of my friends hurt. Colonel Candler 
has reported to me and I think we can 
eafely count on the prisoner being pro- 
tected tonight. j 

Colonel Candler Talks. 


Colonel Candler was seen when he was at 


‘the Tower with the sheriff and he said: 
I was instructed by the governor to 
order out my regiment and I have done 
eo. It was only an hour after I received 
the order that’ two companies reported 
and the members"of the other compa- 
nies were reaching their armories as 
rapidly as possible. I. could have had 
fifteen taps of the-firebell. call all the 
companies out in a few minutes, but’ I 
did not wish*to alarm the town and so 
had the members of the commands 
reached by bicycle messengers. Already 
three ‘of the four members of my staff 
have reported at the armory on Alabama 
Street. I can have 200 men at the jail in 
an hour or less time, and I do not think 
Fulton county* will witness any lynch-

and that if found he would be lynched. 

Colonel Candler said he had his regiment 
under moving orders for two purposes last 
night, one to protect the Tower from the 
attack of a mob and the other.to leave for 
Palmetto as soon as the governor might 
deem it wise to re-enforce the local mill- 
tary at that place. 

Preparing for the Attack. 

It was about 8 o’clock that a reporter of 
The Constitution first visited the Tower 
last night after the military operations had 
begun. A man was seen entering the jail 
with a winchester in his hands. The man 
was Deputy Sheriff Chastain and he had 
been to his home to get the gun. 

A few minutes later Jailer Miller left for 
his home and returned with his pistol and 
rifle.

Riordan’s Weekly Letter. 

New York, Apri! 22, 1899.:—The cotton mar- 
ket has continued. very. dull this week and 
the trading has been marked by extremely 
moderate fluctuations. A momentary raliy 
early in the week, caused by short covering 
was quickly lost, but a fair demand devel- 
oped today and forced prices at little higher 
than they closed last Saturday. The Iqui- 
dation of May contracts has started in 
earnest and has been a depressing’ factor. 
Other features working against an improve- 
ment have been large receipts, better weath- 
er in the south and heavy selling by an 
interest recently prominently identified with 
the bear side. Fears that a demand for 
higher wages by English weavers might 
result in a strike caused some uneasiness. 
August which closed last Saturday at 5.86 
touched 5.94 on Monday, declined to 5.82 on 
Thursday and closed today at 5.89 to 5.90 
with the tone of the market very steady. 

The week has kLrought forth nothing of 
importance and operators generally are 
awaiting some development which will im- 
Part a decided tendency to prices. The scalp- 
ers, therefore, have had the market largely 
to themeslives and as the local sentiment 
inclines to lower prices, their operations 
have been chiefly on the short side. The 
trade has apparently determined that there 
is little in the situation as it stands at pres- 
ent to affect prices, and that the weather 
for some time wiil be the-—all important 
factor. The government -wWeather bulletins 
are carefully watched and the market will 
probably be very sensitive to them for the 
next few weeks. There is little inclination 
as yet, to believe that acreage wil! be mate- 
rially reduced, the opinion being quite gen- 
eral that the south must plant all the cot- 
ton, it can. In this | think sentiment is 
mistaken. My own reports indicate to the 
contrary. They also indicate that while the 
weather is now good, the land is poorly 
prepared and ail farm work still very back- 
ward, and that this crop will get the poor- 
est start of any in recent years. No im- 
portance is attached to.the gtatement that 
the quality of the seed baing used is very 
poor. It looks like a waiting market for 
some time, but I can see no inducement to 
sell cotton short.
